Tool for Every Task in 
Skilled Gardener’s Bag 


In the tool kit of tile home garden- j 
cr there are implements for various 
purposes just as in the golfer’s bag 
there are clubs for varying dis- j 
tances. 
Of the gardener, as of the 
golfer, it m ay be said that his close­ 
up work is the most important. 
Good performance with the hoe 
and the rake is as common as fairly 
long drives on the fairway; but 
the master gardener is stamped 
by the skill of his trowel, as the 
golfing expert is supreme in mashie 
prowess. 
The trowel unquestionably is the 
m ost treasured tool of what m ay be 
termed a “dirt gardener” —that is. 
one who knows and loves the feel 
of soil, rather than being content 
with planning, directing and discuss­ 
ing garden operations. The trowel 
serves m any purposes. 
Most im ­ 
portant, perhaps, is the use in trans­ 
planting. 
Fully half Hie average 
vegetable garden, and more than 
half in the case of flowers, is com ­ 
posed of plants that have been 
moved from the place they started 
with the assistance of a trowel. 
The trowed takes a gardener down 
on his or her knees; it makes him fa­ 
miliar with the things he grows and 
the soil they grow in; it is useful 
in the important job of thinning 
out and in the finer points of culti­ 
vating: it is a tool that a gardener 
always wants nearby, and it should 
be a good one. 
Nothing is more 
useless than a trowel of poor m a ­ 
terial, which will bend or break at 
the very tim e 
strength 
is most 
needed. 
The expense of a heavy 
one of steel m ay be spread over 
many years of faithful service. 
The hoe stands second in impor­ 
tance. Some gardeners have many 
of different shapes—square, point­ 
ed, rounded, etc. These are good,
